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A RELATION, v&c. 


S a neceſſary Introduftion to the following Relation, ir will 
be convenient that I give account of the occaſion of my being 


engaged with the reſt that went in to the Duke of Aonmouth, 
and how far | was concerned in that Action. 

Being at that time but newly returned from a Voyage to /zaly, I went 
to ſee my Relations at Sandford in Sommerſet-ſhire, where 1 had not 
been long before the Duke Landed at Lime, and making forwards, was 
advanced as far as miſter ; upon which I was induced partly out of 
my own Curiolity, and partly by the Importunity of ſome of my 
Acquaintance, to go and ſee whether his ſtrength and number was an- 
ſwerable to what the common Rumor had ſpread abroad; and to that pur- 
poſed rode accompanied with my Brother, and ſome other Friends to 
Tamnon,whither the Guke by this time was marching with ſuch Forces as 
he had got together. 

After ſome ſtay there, having fully ſatisfied my Curioſity by a full 
view bot!» of his Perſon and his Army, I reſolved to have returned home, 
and in order thereunto I took t'1c direct Road back agiin with a Friend, 
who had the ſame Intention with my lf, but underſtanding upon the 
Road that if we went forward, we ſhould be certainly intercepted by 
the Lord of Oxfurd's Troop, then in our way, we found our ſelves of ne- 
cellity oblized to fetire back again to the Dute*s Forces, till we could 
meet with a inore ſate and convenient opportunity : but after ſome rime 
loling my Horſe, and no opportunity preſenting it ſelf, I was prevailed 
with by the importunate delires of my Friends and Acquaintance then 
in the Army, to tay and take care of the lick and wounded men, to 
which I was the rather ialuced, in regard 1 thought my (clf liable to the 
ſame puniſhment, ſhould the Duke he defeated, as thoſe who ſtill remain- 
ed in the Army ; but more eſpecially for that I ſaw many fick and woun- 
ded men miſerably lam-nting the want of Chyrurgions to drels their 
Wounds, ſo that Pity and Compaſſion oa my fell:w Creatures more 
eſpecially, being my Brethren in Chriſtianity, obliged me to ſtay and 


perform the Duty of my Calling ainong them,& to aſſiſt my Brother Chi-

'{ againſt us, 'cauſed about trenty eight Perſons at the Aflizes at Dorcheſter, 
| to 
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rargions towards the relief of thoſe that otherwiſe muſt have languiſbt 
t+ miſery ; tho? indecd there were many did,notwithſtanding our-utmoſt 
care and diligence, whoſe Lives perhaps might have been preſerved to 
this day, had we had a Garriſon, wherein to have given them Reſt, and 
not have been cenſtrained through the Cruelty and Inhomanity of the 
ap? Soldiers, to expoſe their wounded and fraftured Limbs to the vio- 
Jent agitation and ſtoging of the Carts in our dajiy Marches. But as I 
was never in Arms my ſcit, ſo neither was I wanting in my care to drefs 
the Wounds of many of the King's Soldiers, who were Priſoners in the 


Nuke*3- Army, - uling the .utmoſt of my care and skill for both : And ' 


thus I continued in full Employment, dreſling the wounded in the Night 
time,and marching by Day till the fatal rout and overthrow of the whole - 
Army. 

bm flight hamewards ] was taken Priſoner, aid committed to 7lche- 
fter Goal by Col. Helter, in whoſe Porch I had my Pockets rified, and my 
Coat taken off my Back by my Guard ; and in that manner was hurried 
away to Priſon, where I remained, with many more under the ſame Cir- 
camftances, until the Aſſizes at Wells ; tho? perhaps there could not any 
thing have been proved againſt moſt of us, to have done ns much 
] army,. had they not extorted Confeſſions from us by ſending certain 
Perſons to the Priſons where we were, who calle us forth one after ano- 
ther, and told us, That the King was very Gracious ae Meriifnl, and would 
cauſe none 10 be executed but ſuch as had been Officers, or otherwiſe Caputal Offen- 
ders ;, and therefore if we would render onr ſelves fit Objetts of the Ki» g*s Grace 
& Faveur,onr only way was to give them an Account where we went imntoth: Duke*s 
Arny, and in wat Capatity we ſerved him, &C. orher wiſe we muſt expelt no 
mery or favour from the K ing,ao would certainly puni/y all fuch wilful and ob- 
flmate Offenders. Vy which means they, drew us into theAcknowledgment 
of Gr Guilt, and our Examinations and Confeſſions were written and 
ſent to the King, before the Lord Chicf Juſtice Fefcr1es came to try us : 
ſo that he knew before-hand our perticvlar Crimes,an4 likewiſe received 
Orders from rue King (as *tis ſuppoſed) who, and what Number to ex- 
ecute ; but ſezing our former Conteſlions were ſufficient only to find the 
Bill acainft us by the Grand Fury, and not to prove us Guilty (the Perry 
Jxry beiag obliged to give their Verdict according to the Evidence in 
Court) the Lord Chief Juſtice fearing leſt we ſhould deny what we for- 
merly confeſt, and by that means put them to the trouble of proving it 
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to be choſen from among the reſt, Sinſt whem he knew he could pro- 
eure Evidence, and brought them firſt to their Tryal, who pleaded Not 
Guilty ; but Evidence being produced they were immediately condemned, 
ahd a Warrant ſignel for their Excution the ſame Aſter-noon. The ſud- 
dain Execution of theſe men fo affrightned the reft, that we all, excepr 
tlfree or four, pleaded Guilty, in hopes to ſave onr Lives, but not with- 
out large Promiſes of the Kings Grace and Favour ; for the Lord Chief 
Juſtice told us, That if we would acknowledge our Crimes by pleading 
*Guilty.to our Indictment, the King who was almolt all Mercy, would be 
as ready to forgive us, as we were to rebel againſt him ; yea, as ready 
to pardon us as we would he to ask it of him : and now was that common 
ſaying verifizd, Confeſs and be hanged; for notwithſtanding his large Pro- 
miſes of Grace and Favour, we were all condemned to be drawn, hanged, 
& quartered, & by his order .thcre was 230 exccuted, beſides a great Number 
hanged imme4liately after the Fight ; the reſt of us was ordered to be 
Tranſported to the Caribe Ilands, and in order thereunto my Brother and 
I, with near 10s more, was given to Jeremial> Ngpho, and by him ſold 
to George Penne a needy Papi/t, that wanted Money to pay far our Trank- 
portation, and therefore was very importrnate with my Relations to 
purchaſe mine and 'my Brothers freedom, which my Relations at fip{l 
were unwilling to do, having,noallurance of performing Articles at ſuch 
'a diſtance, and thercfore thought it beſt to defer it until we came to 
Barbadoes, or otherwiſe to agree to pay him as ſoon as they ſhould receive 
an account of our being ſet free : Burt this not ſatisfying him, having pre- 
ſent occaſion of Money,ke threatned that if they wonid not pay him now, 
he would give orders to his Brother-in-law in Barbadoes that our freedom 
ſhould not be fol us after we came there, - but that he ſhould treat us 
with more rigour and ſeve: ity then others; with theſe Threats on the 
one hand, and Promiſes of particular Favour on the other, he at length 
prevailed with our Relations, to give him threeſcore Pounds, upon con- 
dition that we ſhoulil be free when we came to Barbadzes, only owning 
ſome Perſon whom we ſhould think+fit to nominate as a titular Maſter, 
and in caſe that theſe, with other Conditions, was not performed, the 
Iajd GeorgePixne was bound with his Brother John Peane in a Bond of 120 1. 
Lo pay the threeſcore Pounds back again : And thus we may ſee the buy- 
ing and ſelling, of Free-inca into ſlavery, was beginning again to be re- 
newed among Chriſ; 11s, as if that Heathenjſh Cuſtom had beeg agecellary 
dependanre on arbitrary Power. . 
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And in order to our EPS, we were removea to Weymouth, 
and Shipt aboard a Veſſel that helonged to London, which in a few days ſer 
Sail for Barbadoes, where we arrived in about five Weeks time, but had 
a very ſickly paſſage, inſomuch that nine of my Companions were buried 
in the Sea. We had not been many days in Barbadoes, before the Go- 
vernour of the ſaid Iſland ſummoned the General Aſſembly, who wel- 
comed us with the following Unchriſltian and Inhumane AQts. 


An Aft for the gauerning and retaining within this Iſland all ſuch Rebels con- 
vitt as by bu moſt ſacred Majeſtics Order or Permit, have been or ſhall be 
Tranſported from bis Europian Dominion to this Iace. 


Hereas a moſt horrid wicked and execyable Rebellion was lately raiſed and 
proſecuted within his Aſaje/ties Dominions, by James Scor, late Dake of 
Monmcuth, and Archibald Campbell, late Earl of Argile, and their rray- 
teroius Complices, with intent ts deſtroy his Aajeſtirs moſt ſacred Perſon and 
royal Family,to overthrow kisCrown and Government,and to render his Dominions 
the Theat: es of Blood and Miſery. In prevention whereof, it hath pleaſed the 
divine Providence, wich ss ever peculiarly watchſml ro guard the Thrones of 
Frinces, to accompany his - Aſajeſties Connſel and Arms with ſuch Succeſs and 
Vittory, that the ſaid Rebels and Traytors were utterly defeated, for which im- 
pious Fatt many of them have ſince deſervedly ſuffered rbe pains of Death, accord- 
ing to Law, which the reſt were li:ble unto, being equally guilty of thoſe barbarous 
Crimes, and muſt have undergone, but that his Majeſty, in his Princ ely and un- 
parralled Grace and Clemency bath been pleaſed to extend his mercy in ſparing th: 
Lives of ſeveral Thouſands of them, by comuting the Execution of their Semtance 
unto 4 temporary Service in his American Colomes ; and foraſmuch as bis ſacred 
Majeſty bath ſogmiped it #s bis royal Pleaſure, that the ſaid Rebels, or ſo many of 
them as ſhowld be tranſported to bis ſaid American Collonjes, fhould be therg held 
and obliged to ſerve the Buyers of them, for, and during the full ſpace of and 
term of ren Tears at teaſt, and that they be not permitted in any manner w/atſo- 
ever to redeem themſelves by Money, or otherwiſe, until that time be fully expt- 
red. Therefore we his Majeſties moſt autiful and loyal *ubjeits, his Liga enant 
Governonr, Council, and general Aſſembly of this his Majeſtics ſaid Iſland, ta- 
king the Premiſes into ogr ſerious Conſideration, and being zealous to render all 
dane and = Obedienceao his Majeſties Command, as alſo to make apparent with 
how great abborrence and deteftation we reſent the ſaid late wicked, inhumane

and danmaile Rebellion, and nll thoſe bs were Promotes and Afiors therein, 
have thought it becoming our. duty to Enatt, and it us hereby Enafted by the 
Right Honowrable Edward Steed, Eſq; Lt. Governour and Commander 3+ chief 
of this and other the Caribbe Iflands, the Honewrable, the Conncil, and general 
Aſſembly of this Iſland, and Authori'y of the ſame, That what Perſon or Per- 
ſons ſeever were guilty of the afo; eſaid Rebellion, and have been therefore Cen- 
vitt, which either already bave been, or hereafter ſh:4ll be brought to this Iſland, 
either by bus Alcjeſties order or permit for the purpoſe oforeſaid, ſhal! be bdld, 
compelled and obliged to ſerve and obey the Owner or Purchaſer of hum or them 11 
their Plantations within this Iſland, in all ſuch Labour or Service as they ſhall 
be commanded to perſorm, and do by their Owners, Maſters or Miſtreſſes, or 
their Overſeers, for the full time and term of Ten Tears, from the day of their 
Landing, and diſpsſcd of fully to be compleated and ended, any Bargam, I an, 
Uſaze or Cuſtom in this Iſland 10 the contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding ; and 
to the intent that no Diſobedience may be ſuffered or done upon his Majeſties ſaid 
Orders and Expiltations concerning the ſaid Rebels convift, but that they may be- 
come fully liable ni.to, and bare the aforeſaid mark of their monſtrous Villany. 
It is farther enatted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Maſter of a Ship, 
Importer, Owner, Maſicr or Purchaſer of any of the Rebels aforeſaid, fhall ac- 
quit, releaſe or diſcharge them, or any of them, or do permit them, or any of 
them to redeem themſelves by Money, or ether Reward, or Recompence, or Con- 
ſideration whatſeever, reſpeiting either themſelves or the ſaid Rebels convitt, 
before the term of ten Years Service in this Kland, as aforiſaid, be fully com- 
pleated and ended, or ſhall contue at, or aſſiſt unto their, or any of their Re- 
moves, With-drawings or Eſcapings fron off this Iſland, the Party or Parties ſo 
offending herein ſhall therefore forfeit and pay unto bis Majely, bis Heirs and 
Swcceſſors the ſum of two Hundred Pound Sterling for each, or every one of the 
ſaid Rebels, which by him or them ſhall be either aquitted, releaſed, diſcharged 
or permitted ts be redeemed, or conred at, or aſſiſted unto, a remove, with- 
drawing or eſcaping off this Iſland, before the full end of the Term aforeſaid, 
over and above the value or recompence for which it was permitted or done ; and 
farther ſhall ſuffer Intpriſonment in the Common Goal of this Iſland, for the ſpace 
and term of one whole Tear, without Bail or Mainprize, and be for ever there« 
after uncapable of bearing any publick Office within this Iſland. 

And #8 15 bereby further enatted and ordained by the Awtbority-aforeſaid, that 
if one or more of the aforeſaid Servants or Rebels comntt, (hall attempt, endea- 
vour or contrive to make bis or their eſcape from off this Bland, before the ſaid 
term of ten Tears be fully compleat and ended, ſuch Servant or- Servants for his

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or their ſo attempting or indeavonring to make eſcape, ſhall upon progf thereof 
made to the Governour, recuive by bus Warrant 39 Laſhes on his 2 Boay 
ſome publick. day in the next Markit- i own to bis Maſters place »f abode, and on 
enother Morket day in the ſame Tomw:!, be ſet := the Pillory by the ſpace of one 
Fur, and be ournt m the Fore-h:ad with the Letters t.

Miſdimeanours and Miſcarriag's they ſhail be proſecuted and pinifh:d according 
ts the Laws of this Iſland prouded jor the governing of other Servan;s, 

Ald to the end the [a,d convict Rebels may be the bettcr known & dift inguiſhr, 
# 1s hercby ſurther enatted and ord .ined, that within eight days afier the arrroal 
of any Slp or Veſſel to this Iſland, in which any of the ſaid convitt Rebels are 
brought, the Maſter of the ſaid Ship ſhall deliver to the Governour, and in to the 
Secrataries Office of this Iſland, « true Liſt or Catalogue of thoſe Names upon 
Oath, and the Merchant or Merchants to whom they come conſined, or who have 
the diſpoſal of rbem, ſhall alſ» withn e;,ht dayes after finiſhing the Sale, give 
unto the [aid Office a juſt account of the Perſons Names ts whom they were ſold, 
ard diſpoſed of ; and im caſe of ſailure herein, the ſame ſhall forfeit ro the King, 
bis Heirs and Swcceſſors the ſum of Two Hundred Pounds Sterlings, and the 


Merchant er Merchants ſhall forfeit in like manner the ſum of two Hundred -

And for ſuch of the ſaid convitt Rebels as have beey already Imported before 
the making and publiſhing of this Act, the Maſter and Merchant of ſuch Veſſels 
are hereby required forth-with to deliver to the Secratary ſuch . Lift or Cata- 
hogue 4s &/oreſaid, upon Penalty of the like forfeirnre, which ſaid Liſt or Cata« 
logue the ſaid Secretary is required to 1ecerve and-write out fairly, and cauſe 't0 
be hung up in bis Office, that alt Perſons concernced may have free recourſe thereto. 

And in caſe the firft Buyer ſhall ſell, or ajſign over any ſuch Rebel or Rebels con- 
vitt, t6 any other Inhabuant or Inhabitants of this Iſland, tle Vender « hereby 
required to give notice thereof to the —_— to the end the Name or Names 
of ſnch Servant or Servants on be changed in the Seerctarys Office, frem the 
firſt to the ſecond, or other Purchaſer or Aſſigns may ſtand charged as the firſt, 


" Andincaſe of the death of any of the Servants «foreſaid, it is hereby further 
encted, That the preſent Owner ſhall within fourteen days make, or canſe Oath 
to be made beſore the next, or ſome Juſtice of the Peace, of the Name and 
Death of ſuch.4 Servant, and that he really was in the Record, and not aneeher 
of the ſame Name, that by means of the Certificate ſent to the Secretary*s Office 
that the. Secretary may. charge him dead. 

And if any Owners or Vendor: ſhall fail in either of the Caſes aforeſaid, 'he

fove Ponnd Sterling, and for the Secratarys pains therein, ard alſo in caſe of

And to the end none of the Servants or conviit Rebels may remove or eſcape 
from this Iſland by obtaining Tickets under wrong Names, or other fraudulent or 
illegal Methods of this kind, it # hertby further enatted and ordained by the Au- 
thority aſoreſaia, that all Jftices of the Peace that ſhall hereafter take Aff drvi's, 
to be ſent to the Secratary*s Office ;for Perſons that deſign to go off this I!land ſhall 
always expreſs and inſert inth ſe Afidavits, that the Perſon jo going off, and de- 
ſering a Ticket, 1s not one of theſe Servants and convitt Rebils, without which 
the Secratary is bereby forbidd:n to grant or produce a Ticket , and the Secra- 
tary is alſo required to uſe the ſame mitled in ſuch Affidavits as ſhall be taken 
before bimUf, under the Penalty of forfeiting to bis Atajefty, bis Heirs and Suc+ 
ceſſors the ſum of two hund-e4 Pound Sterling, for 1; negle:t in either of theſe 
caſes, and whoſocver obtaining a Ticket lawfully ent of the Secratarys Office, 
being of the Name of any of thoſe Rebel , or otherwiſ.”, and ſhall permit any of 
the ſaid Rebels of that Name or others, to bave ſuch Tickets by which he may be 
i a probable way of making hs eſcape off this Iſland, ſhall forfeit to the uſe of our 
Sovermygn Lord the King,his Heirs and Succefſors, the ſum of one hundred Pound 

Sterling, if he be able to pay t'1e ſame, and alſo ſuffer Impriſonment in the Com- 
mon Goal by the ſpace of ſix Moneths without Bail or Mainprize, the ſaid Com- 
mitment to be made, and Fxecirion to be lev cd by Warrazt from the Govern- 
nour, wpon proof made beſore him by two Witneſſes, or one Witneſs, with preg- 
nant Circumſtances; but 1 caſe ſuch Perſons be uncapabtc to. make Payment of 
fech Forfeitnre, be is hereby ordered to lie m Priſon during the ſpace of ſix 
Moneths, and te [ct once tn the Pillory by the ſpace of two Hoars at a time, in cacy 
of the four Market-T owns of this Iſland on four ſeveral dayes. 

And for the encouragement of all ſuch as fvall inform or diſcover any falſe, 
frandalant or witked Praitive of this kind, it is hercby enatted, that one filth 
part of all forjeits in the A.# mentioped, ſhall be to the uſe and benefit of ſucb 
Informers. 

And to the end the Reſtraint contin:tirg and bolding the ſaid Rebels convitt 
within thi; Iſland, during the term af »re/aid, may be the effrttually and | ally ſe- 
cured and provided for, and alſo for preventing the Servaxts, Slaves and Deb- 
tors of this Iſland from running of, by which ſome have periſhed in the Sea, [t is 
i hereby further enalted and ordained by the Authority aforeſaid,that every Owner 
or Keeper of any ſmall Veſſel, Sloop, Shallop, Wherry, Fiſhing Boat, or any 
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#ther ſort of Boat belorging to this Iſ/axd, ſball within twenty dayes after publica- 
ron be: eof,, give into the Stcratary's Off:cs of this Iſland us the ſum of two hun-

Perme might not b= oblized to repay the Money we gave him, they told 
u> we ſhould have the y-aily Salary of rwenty Pounds, which they were 
t7 reccive for our Service : rut theſe p: ctences were oaly to amuſe vs,for 
aft-rwards when we were conitrained by the great unkindneCſ, of our 
M3.ter t»24drefs our ſelves unco them, not onl, in Perfon, bur alſo by 
miny importuniate and affectionate Le.ters, intreating them to vſe their * 
ut noit endcavour an-! interelt with our Ma'ter in order to remove us, 
bit we found it 'n vain for they bad poli tivJly folll us, and alſo given it 
inon tl eir Caths at t''e Sec) at«11e5 Office. . 

\When om Miſter p 1cceiv. d that we were uneaſie, and unwling to 
fe've bim, h: giew more and monte unkind unto us, an 1 would not give 
u> a'1y Clotiies, nor me any bcacfit ot m. Frac ile, whereby to enable me 
to piovide for my C If; for | was vblig.d togi-c him :.n acccur.t of what 
Phyſick | adminiitred out of "is lautation, and he received the Voney 
for the ſ\ame. Our ict was very mean, live Ponnd of jalt iſ B ef, 
or ſalt iſh a Wer k for each man, and 14.4" or- Guiny Corn prornd 
01 a Stone, and made into Dumplins inſtead of tread ; which 
courſe and mea: fare brought me to a violent Flux, infomuch that [ 
Wa> i0cicd to complain ro my Niaſter, deliring him to allow mr ſome 
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(12) | 
Flower inſtead of Indian Corn to make Dumplins withal, and humbly re- 
commented to his confideration my Profeſſion andPractice, which I hoped 
would render me deſerving of better Accomodation than was uſually al» 
lowed to other Servanis; but he, not moved with Pity, angrily replyed, 
1 ſhould not have ſogood., Whoſe unkind anſwer moved me fo, that I had 
the confidence to tell him, That I would no longer ſerve him, nor any 
ot} er as a Surgeon, unleſ; | were entertained accerding to the juſt Merits 


cf my Prof:ſſion and Practice, and that | would chuſe rather to work 


the Field with the Negroes, than to dijhonour my Profeſſion by ſerving 
him as a Phyfitian and Surgeon, and to accepr of the ſame entertainment 
as common Servants. My angry Maſter at this was greatly enraged, and 
the fiery Zeal of his immoderate Paſſion was ſo heigl:tned by ſome lyin 
ctorics Of a fellow Servant, that he could not content himſelf wit 
the bare execntion ot his Cane on my Head, Arms and Back, although 
he bad played fo long thereon like a furious Fencer,until he. had ſplit him 
in pieces, but he alſo confined me cloſe P1iſoner in the Stocks, which 
ſtood in a open place, expoſed to the ſcorching, heat of the Sun, where 
I remained about twelve Hours, until my Miſtriſs, moved either with 
Pitty or Shame, gave oder for my releaſe. 

It would be too tedious to give a perticular Account of the many other 
Abnſes and Unkindnelles we received at his Hands, and thercfore it ſhall 
ſuffice to ſay that in this condition we lived with him about fifteen 
Moneths,until by his debauched and extravagant courſe of Life he had run 


* himſclf ſo extreamly in Debt, and perticularly to thoſe Merchants that 


fold us to him, that he could not well pay for us; for which reaſon we 
were removed from him, but the Merchants were forced to remit the 
Money due for pur S:rvice, before he would return vs. And now being 
returned again, we remained in the Merchants Hands as Goods unſold; 
and becauſe I wou!1 nnt conſent to be diſpoſed of at their pleaſure, they 
threatned to Horſe-whip me, and put me to ſervile Imployment, 

But we had not ben long here before myBrother dyed,and I being wea- 
ried with long and fruitleſs Expectation of my Pardon, and no leſs per- 
plexed and tired with the great Abuſes | had received at their Hands, re- 
ſolved vo attempt the making my cſcape from off the liland ; to which 
purpoſe after ſeveral contrivances and ways that came into my Head, and 
thoſe well weighed with all the conſequent Circumſtances that poſſibly 
I could foreſee, I concluded at length to proceed after this mauner : 

Being introduced by a Friend into the acquaintance of one Jobs Nighal, 
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(13) : | 
a Carver, whoſe condition was ſomewhat mean, and therefore one that 
wanted Money to carry him off the Iſnnd, 1 imparted my deſign unto 
him, and employcd him to buy a Boat of a Gaizey Man thart lay in the Road, 
promiling him for his Reward not only his Paſſage free, and Money for 
his preſent Expences, but to give him the Boat alſo when we arrived at 
our Þo1t. 

By the way, it is to be underſtood, that the means which enabled me 
to defray theſe extraordinary Charges, was a- private Conſignation of 
Goods from my Relations to a perticular Friend im the Iſland, who took 
care to diſpoſe of them for me. John Nuthal therefore readily conſented 
to what ] propoſcd, and after I had enjoyned him to ſecrecy, 1 delivered 
him twelve Pounds to buy the Boat, which accordingly he did, and gave 
in Secnrity for the ſame art the Secratary's Office, conformable to the Cu« 
ſtom and Laws of the illand; nevertheleſs, all that would not prevent 
the Jealouſic of the Magiſtrates that ſprung from the cenſideratipn of his 
Poverty, and the little ſervice they knew the Boat would do him, wheree« 
upon they ſent for John Nuzvall,and ſtrickly commanded him to diſcover 
whe it was that had employed him to buy the Boat, and threatned to put 
him to his Oath; never«helcfs they could get nothing out of him, for the 
man had ſo much Courage, that he confidently denycd that any Perſon 
had employed him, but that he bought the Boat mee: ly for his own uſe. 

Yet was not a'l this ſi/licieat, they ſtill threatn-4 ' o ſafe the Eoat, un- 
leſs he gave in better ſecurity; Upon which he came to me, to adviſe 
what was beſt to be done, I ordered him forwith to ſink the Boat; 
which as it very much abated the ſuſpitiqn of the Magiſtrates, ſo it ſecy- 
red the Boat from ſ iſ1re : While theſe things were in agitation, one of 
Foln Nuthall's Creditors, to whom he owed ſcyven Pounds for Tools, 
threatned to Arrc<{t him, unleſs he paid kim down the Money, which 
was no ſmall” ſurpriſe to a Man that hail no Money to-make his Pay- 
ment; however, having a days reſpite to procure ſatisfaction, he came 
and told me, Tra: wnlſes I world ſupp y bim with Money to pay bis Debt, ne- 
erſſi,y would cmfirain im to diſc ov'y my deſign; SO Luhat weil knowing the 
danger I was in, 1 was forced to ſ:pply him. And here I muſt not omit 
to relate that by this time 1 had diſcovered my defign to two of iny Ac» 
quaintance under the ſame Circumſtancss,7 omas Auftin and 7 ob Whicker, 
who readily agreed to be my Companio's, and gave me what Money 
they could well ſpare to help carry cn the delign, but my ſelt was the 
chief contsiver and manager of the whole, having more time agd liberty

than they; for I vſually met Tohn Natal every Night at ſome convenient 


= reno'e from the Town by te Szwfide, where after we had con- 
ulted t5gether, he rok his Initruttions how to proceed. 

In this inter -al of time, the Boat being ſunk, and by that menns the 
ſuſpi ion of the Ma-iftrates quite over. Jon Nu balls debt paid, and he 
again ſecured to Secrelic, we began to think of providing Neceſſat ies 
for our i tended Voyagr, which as they occured ty» my tho:'ghts, I ſet 
tiem down, tl at ſo nothing might be f>re0o'ten, which take as foll»w.th, 


A hundied wcight of Br-329, 4 convenicat quantity of Cheeſe, a Cask of 


Water, ſom: few Bottles of Ca ary, AMaxze-a Wine, and beer: Theſe 
for the ſupport of Nature; an4 tiien for Ule, a Compaſs, Qua ran', Chart, 
balf H:ur-Glaſs, half Minte-Glaſs, Log and Lue, laige Tarpanlir, n 
Ha'chet, Hamm:r, Saw and Nailes, ſome ſpare boar1s, a Lanthorn and 
Candies : All which were privately conveyed tov a Friends H: uſe not tar 
from the,W ater-fide, to be in 4. rexlincls againſt the rime. Which af- 
ger I had bethought my ſ-If, who belides to make Choice of for my Com- 
Panions, was the next thing to be conſid-r<d of, but tha! a luckey chante 
after a ſhort expectation, preſented us with ons; for w thin tew dayes 
the Goverrour of Aſevis putting in at the Barbadves, th: Governour, for 
his more noble entertainment, canſed the Malitia of the Town to be 
in Arms, which was a'1e"ded with Kevelling, Drinking an1 Feaſting to 
exceſs; the conſ queace of wich I eaſily conjectured would b-: drowlie 
Security and Fareleſncis: This time I theretore thought moſt preper 
for our intended enter prize, an4 gave notice thereof to my intcnded 
Companio:'s, molt of whom [ kept ignorant of my delign v1 til now, tcar- 
ing it ſhould by any means be dilcovered, and ordere1 them not to carry 
home their Arms, but to bring them «fter it was Night to a certain 
Store-houſe by the Wharf, where I deſi-ned £9 put to Sea: the Store- 
houſe being then under the care of John Wicker, one of my Contederates, 
and therefore a moſt happy coavenicnce to conceal both th.m and their 
Arms till it was time to ſet Sail. 

In the mean time John. Nuthall employed two lvity Flecks to empty the 
Water out of our Skiff, and ſet her a tioat, an) then bo1ght her t > the 
Wharf before the Store-houſe, whither by this time we hal conveighed 
eur Neceſſaries, keeping the Blacks within the Store-houſe, that they 
might have no opportunity todiſcover our delign. Alot cicven a Clock 
at Night, thinking it time to embark in our ſmall Vell:l, we aligned 


one of our Company to ſtand Centry at rhe head of the Wuarf, to give

us notice if the Watch ſhould Sa. to come that way; and then with 
all we p.t our Proviſions and Neceſlaries aboard ; which we had 
ro ſooner dune, but we had an Alarm that the Watch was approaching 
*- the head cf the Wharf: a misfortune which C. ſurprizcd us, that we 
all of an inſtant betook our ſelves to oor Heels, and for mi own part 
ſoon recovered a Friends Houſe, giving all for loſt, ſ'ppoſing my Com- 
panions were fal'en into the Enem.e: hands: But whilit I wis condoting 
my Mi>fortune to my Friend, and giving him a lamenta"le account of 
our attempt and diff overy, and alſo conſulting wt:ithes to 1etire in the 
Cov:t:y '0 lie dormant if poſſible, till ſome better op, ortunity offered it 
ſelf, | hemn'd a Per fon at the Window enqui: ing for me.* At fiſt ] wag 
ia a drea.!ful fear, left it was one of the Watch in quick perſvit after me, 
but kno:ying lim by his Voice to be one of my Companions, l eladly re- 
ceived tle a count he pave me, which was, tht the Watch came only to 
call up one of their Numer that was to watch with them that N.ght, and 
then went away without taking, the leaſt notice of he tot. However, 
| was fo diſheartenced by this unſucky accident, that I was altog; ther un- 
willing t make a ſecond attempt, &L1 at leng h over-1vled by the Im- 
portunity of my Friend, more eſpeci-lly when he tol.1 me that they 
all waitzd for me, and cou d aot go without me (for neither of them 
hal any $F1ll in Navigation) and conſidering the baſencſs of diſappoint- 
ing ſo many Perſons whom I bad iagaged in ſo much danger, I reſolved 
once more to hazard a burnt Forehead and fore Back, and going with 
him to the Water fide, | found my Companions by the Bcat w-iting for 
me, and not a little glad to fee me come again ; then we put the Negroes 
iazo the Store-houſe, charging them not to ſtir forth, or make any 
noiſ-1i'] the Morning ; and to incomage them to be faithful to us, 1 gave 
them three half pieces of Eight for their good Service. | 

This done, and thus delivered from our Fears, we embarked in our 
ſnall Veſſ*1, being in aumber eight, namely, Jobn Hoicker, Peter Bagwell, 
W.ſiam Woodcock, Tohn Cooke, Jeremiah Atkins, and my [clf, which were 
Sufferers on the account of the Duke of Monmouth; the other two was 
Jo » Niuthat who bonght the Boat for me, and Thomas Waker. Thomas 


I Auſtin, of whom | formerly ſpake, was ſo poſſeſſed with fear of _ 


caſt away, that he would not go withns: About Midnight we put © 
to Sea, deligning for Qnira/as, a Dutch INNind,thet lies about 260 Leagues 
thence, for'we durſt not go to any Exg/iſh IMand, for fear we ſhould be 
taken and ſent back again. We rowed ſoftly formard within a Piſtols 
_ 
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{| hotof the Fort; for there lay at that time a Man of War ia the Rotd, 


which made us not a liftle afraid of being diſcovered by thoſe watchful 
Enemies, but Providence fo ordered it, that we pailed both without diſ- 
covery. However, by that time we were got clear of the Fort and 


Shiping, our Boat being ſo extream leaky, had taken in ſ» muclf? 
Water, that we were almoſt ready to link, not daring to heave it out +» 


before for fear of making a noiſe to alarm our Enemies : But having the 
conveniency of a Tuband large wooden Bowle, we fell to work, and in 
alirtle time we pretty well emptied our Boat, and then. we ſet our Maſt 
and hoiſted our Sail, and ſteered our Courſe Semrh-HHeſt as near as I could 
judge, (intending to make the great Grana4: )for our Candles being brui- 
ſed into one maſs of Tallow, ard our Tinder and Matches wer, . we 
coull not ſtrike a light to iteere by our Comps, neither indeed had we 
any Candles lighted for the ſame Reaſon, during onr whole Voyage, ſo 
that in the Night we were forced to iteere by the Stars, and when it 
was cloudy, by the Wind. 

That which troubl:d us moſt, was the leakineſs of our little Veſſel, for 
although we endeavoured all we could to ſtop her gaping Seams, with 


_ our Linnen, and all the Rags we had, which we tallowed with our brui- 


ſed Candles, yet ſhe was ſothin, ſo feeble, ſo heavy loaden, and wrought 
ſo exceedingly,by reaſon of rhe great m»tion of the Sea,that we could not 
poſſibly make her tight, but was forced to keep one Perſon almoſt cen- 
tinually Night and Day,to throw out the warer,during our whole Voyage; 
the ame Night moſt of my Companions were ſo Sea lick, that notwith- 
ſtanding we were all ready to fink, 1 could hardly perſwade them to 
throw out the Water, and my place being at the Helm to guide and go- 
vern the Boat, I could not ſafely go thence ; however at lengt! , through 
great Importunity and earneſt Perſwalions, I prevailed wich them to 
take a little pains to preſerve us from drowning. My Companions now 
began to' wiſh themſelves at Barbadves again, aud would willingly have 
returned, but I told them, there was no poſlibility cf it, being fo tar to 
leward of the Iſland. One of them through CareleſneF in heaving out 
the Water, threw over our wooden Bowle, and we running away with 
a large Wind, could not go back to take ir up, £5 that we had aothing 
left to throw ont the Water but our Tub, which obliged them to be more 
careful of it, for our Lives were concerned therein. 

May the 1cth, in the Morning we wy 4 _ out of ſight of the 
Iſland, at leaſt far caqugh from being deſcried from thence: And per 


ceiving 
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- (17) | 
eciving no ſort of Veſſel-in perſuir of us, we began to be cheered up with 
the thoughts of our Liberty, and the hopes of our ſafe arrival at our 
delired Port : Eut then alas! the Night no ſooner approacht, but we 
were aſſailed with a brisk Gale of Wind, under which misfortune ano- 
ther worſe befell ns, that we ſplit our Ruilder, £> that we wete forced to 
lower our Sail, and with an Oar to keep our Boat before the Sea, whilſt 
one of my Company (a Joyner) mended our Helm, by nailing tojt two 
pieces of Boards, that donr, we went cheerily on,again- 
May the 11th, we had inuifferent good Weather, and my Companions 
pretty well recovered of their Sea lickneſs, and now we had time to put 
| things in 2 better poſture in our Boat, and to raiſe her, which we did by 
nailing on Tarpolings from her udes to our Oars, that were liſh faſt 
abour nine Inches above, which did us yocd ſervice in keeping out the 
Seca: We likewiſe made a Tilt, with a Hamock over the hinder part of 
our Boat, to defend us from the ſcorching, heat of the Sun. 

May the 12th, this Morning notwithſtanding we ſteered Sonth-Weft to 
weather the Great Granada the Currant had fet us ſo much to the No- th- 
ward, that we made the Granaeioes to beir Weſt of us, which oblig.d ns 
to ſtecre more $».therly to weither the Great Granada. 

M.y the 13th, the laſt Night we weattered the Great Granada, and 
ſteered down the South lice of the ſame, and then ſhaped our Courſe 
for the Teftegoes, for 1 could nct take any true Obſervation by my Gua- 
drant, becauſe of the uneven mo 1on of the Sea, and the nearneſs of the 
Sun to the Zenith, and theret11c was conſtrained to ſteere a Courle from 
Iland to land, thongh the farther way atour, 

My the 14th, We bad fair Weaiticr, and a freſh Gale of Wind, and 
about Noon, as | remember, we made the Tiſtegoes, bearing South, Sourh- 
Weſt, and before Night made the North- Eaſt end of the Magn etaes. But 
by this time being ſo extreamly ſpent for waat of fleep,having been obli- 
ged for the moſt part Nizht and Jay to Itzcre the Boar, 1 was detirous to 
take a little Reſt, but firlt I directed one of my Companions. how to 
Recre down by the faid Iiland, and then compoſed my ſ:If to Sleep, in 
which interval of time my Companions eagerly longing for feliz W zier, 
regard ours [{tunk fo extreamly as it did, ſtud in for the Land, ard loar'd 
the Sail, deſigning to go aſhure, at w}.ich time I happily awoke, aud ap- 
prehendiag the gieat danger ot failing, inio rhe Hands of th '/;:4jats, who 

had already kindled a kirc on the $lay- nt tir fiom us, Tiarkd the 
Sail again ww be hoilt..p,& haſte! away +. ich all Exp Jiciov;& being tevoit- 
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(18) x * 
red with a hrisk Gale of Wind got ſooa out of fear or danger of thoſe 
ſavage Carnibals. | 

Afzythe 15th, we Fad fair Weather, and very pleaſant Sailing down 
the North ſide of this Iſland: But when we had got about the middle of 
the Iiland my Compantons were n» leſs importanate than before to go 
aſhore for ficſh Water; ro which I at length conſented, partly becauſe 
I faw that part of the Iſland free from Inhabitants, and partly enticed 
by the fair appearance of a ſandy Fay, and the Water ſcemed ſo ſmooth, 
ttat I thought we could not injure our Boat by running her aſhore, in 
rezard we had ncither Anchor nor Grapling to ride her off, But con- 
trary to our expettations,and to our great ſurpriſal,we found the Ground 
near the Shoreexrrcam foul, and the Sea Heaved us ſo faft in, that ve 
could not poſſibly avoid heing ſplit on the Rocks, had not 1 leapt into the 
Sea to fend her off, which whilſt I labonred to do with my Fect againſt 
the Rock, till I was almoft ſpent, my Companions with their two Oars 
rowed her off, at which our Hearts were filled with Joy,and our Mouthes 
with Praiſes to the Lord, who hal ſo wonderfully preſerved us from be- 
ing caft away on this Iſland, where probahly we muſt either have been 
arvcd our ſelves, or have betome Focd for thoſe inhumane Man eaters, 
Ficim the Weft end of this INand we diretted our Corrſe for Salratudos, but 
1i-at After-noon the Wind increaſed, and a white Ring encircled the 
Moon, which I thought preſaged ill Weather, and ro our great ſorrow 
proved too true, for about nine at Night a dreadfal Storm aroſe, which 
mae us deſpair of ever ſeeing the Morning-Snn 5 and now the Sea he- 
ran to foam, and to turn its ſmooth Surfice into Mountains and Vales, 
onr Bat was toſled and tumbled from one lide to t'e other, and fo vio- 
lently driven and hurried away by the fury of the Wind and Sea, that I 
was afraid we ſhould be driven by the Ifland in the Night time, and 
therefore we bronght our Ecat too, with her Head againit rhe Sea; but the 
Wind and Sea ſtil} increaſing, we was forced to hear up before it, with only 
ail ſufficient: to give her ſteeridge way. And now in vain we began to 
wiſh our ſclves at the Barbadoes again, or which was worſe on that iſland 


on which we were ſo lately like to have been wrackt, believing that a 


Miſery then, which now we ſhould have thoyght a happineſs ; and that 
which confirmed us the more in the certainty of our approaching Ruin, 


was an unexpected Voice, which to our thinking, ſeemed to hallow to 


vs at a great diſtance. But the Omnipotent, who is vever unmindful o 
the Cries of his People in Diſtreſs, heard our Prayers; ſo that when all 
our 
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- our Hopes were piven over, and we had reſigned our ſelves into his 


Hands, exp*@ing every mom-nc when the -wide gaping Sex would de- 
your and {wallow us up, God of his infiaite Mercy and unſpeakable” 
Goodneſs, commanded the violence of the Winds to ceaſe, and allayed 
the fury of the raging Waves, eternal Praiſes to his Name for evermore. 

Many the 16th, this Morning at break of Day ſaw the Illand of Salta- 
tudos juſt before us, and when it was ſaflicicutly light that we could dif- 
cern how the Land lay, we ſteered down the North lile, intenci'g to g0 


; aHore at ſome convenient place to refrefh onr ſelves after that dreadful 


Storm, an1 to take on board ſome freſh Water, and if p»ſlible to ſtop 
the leaks of our Boat, in order to procce4 in our Vo.age for Quiraſoe, 
and accordingly wh-n we came to leward -of a ſaall Iſland hard by the 
other, we [to2d in directly for the ſhore, thinking it a convenient place 
to Land, which we hal no ſo-1er doac, but we ſaw a Canow coming 
thence directing her Courle towards us ; at which ſight being a little fur- 
priſed, my Companions provided their Arms, and charged their Muſ- 

nets and Blunderbuſs with pizces of Glaſs-Bortles (for we coming 
rom Barbadoes in fo great a hurry and fear, throngh forgetfuln*fs they 
lefc their Bag of Bullets on the Wlarf.) When they were come ſome- 
what nearer, that we conld per: cive them to paridle like Indians, we hore 
up ant were running from tiem; which as ſoon as they perceivet they 
waved their Hats, and hailed ns, by which we knew they were not ſ- 
dans, as we ſnppoſed, and therefore permitted them to came near er, and 
perceiving them to he white men, we enquired what they were,they told 
us,' They were Engliſh men in diſtreſs, &c. and waited for an ogportuvity to go 
off rhe Iſland. Tune account we gave them of our ſelves was very thorr, 
That we came from none of the Windward I{hnds, by which- they ſuppo- 
ſed we had fled for D:bt, and ſhould have continued in that belief, had 


' "not Thomas Waker, one of my Companions, privately informed them, 
'that "there was only he and Fohn Nuthall that were Debrors, the wie! 


'of tus being Reb:1s; for he thonght: thereby to ingratiate- knnſolf and 
Friead.into their favour: But theſe Provateers (for Þ they were as we 
afterwards underſtood) hated them rhe more for t'eir Treachery, and 
loved us the better, confeſſing that they were Rebel> roo, adtine, T' ar if 
the Duke of Monmonth bad bad One Thouſand of tem, they won'd [16m have 
put to flight the King's, Army. But to p o:ged, 'wir.n we come rothe ſhot e 
the Privateerraſifted us to hall np-9tr Boat, that ſhe mizhr nor be injarcd N 
by the Sea, having-no conveniency to ride her off ; which dore, they 
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ſ-ewed us the Well of freſh Water , which was hard by their Hnts, 
rhe e we refreſhed our ſelves a little, and with our Sail we made a ſhage 
to keep the Snn from ns, and when we had ſo done, we lay down under 
it ro refreſh our f-lves with Reſt and Sleep, kaving had bur little of either 
all our Voyaze, be rg, {o exticiamly thronged together 1n our little Boat. 
Th: ſe Privateers a firit were ve: y kinl to us, and gave vs ſome of theirPro- 
viſion, and related to us the Story of their Adventures, which to the beſt of 
my memory was thus that they formerly belonged to one Captain Tenche, 
Command-r of a Privatecr of 48 Guns that delign:d to plunder a Spaniſþ 
Town by the Gulf o: Florida, clled St Auguſtcen, and in order thereunto 
ſent thi;ty of them ont tato the Gult of Flo 14a, to take Canows from the 
Indiaxs for the more convenicat and ſpeedy Landing their men, but they 
goinz aſhore on. the Main to turn Turtle, was ſet upon by the Jndians,and 
two of them killed on the place; however at l:azth they put the Indians 
to flight, and ſome tim* afterwards took two or tarce Canows, and one 
Indiax Priſoner, who conducted them to his own and his Fathers Planta- 
tions (on condition they would afterwards ſet him free) where they 
ſtored themſelyes with Proviions, and other Neceſſaries , but it coſt 
them dear, for their Quarter-Maſtcr and one more of the Company was 
Pp» ſoned,by their unwary cating of Caſader Roots, the reſt of them went 
with thoſe Canows and [:djan which they had taken, to the place ap- 
pointed, expecting to meet their Man of War, but could not nt him, 
and therefore being ne-eſſirated t5 fhifr for themſclves as well as they 
could, they came to this Iſland, hoping to meer here with ſome Veſlel 
loading of Salt, in which they might get paſſage for ſome Engliſh Port, 
but was diſappointed here alſo, for, the Ships were all gone. before they 
came, 

After we had ſufficiently refreſht our ſelves with Reſt and Sleep,and re- 
tarned to the Lord the Praiſes due unto his Name for this wonderful & mi- 
raculous deliverance, we thought it time to conſider how to ſtop the Leaks 
of our Baat.,and to raiſe a Deck over her with Rinds of Trees,Cc.that we 
might proceed in onr, intended Voyage for Q=iraſoe, our Intentions were 
no ſooner perceived by the Privareers, but they endeavoured to perſwade us 
ſrom it, alled, ing the ioſafficient of our Boat,and the Dangers we were.fo 
lately R——_ unto, adviſing us rather to go with them in their Pereagoes 
a Privatcering,than. to hazard our lives by a ſecond attempt; with the like 
Argument they would have caſily prevailed with my Companions to con- 
ſert to go with them, had 1 not perſwaded them to the contrary. _ 
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when the Priveteers ſaw it was in vain to perſwade, they thonght to comt- 
pel us by burii:g our Koat,ſuppoſing then thar we wovld chnſe rather to 
go with them,then to ſtay pon the liland till S.aping came for S-It,» hich 
w- u' be eight or nine Moneths, and in the mean timeto he in danger of 
being taken by the Spainards for Privateers, or otherwiſ: to be ſtarved 
with Hunger ;. for we h.d no more then four or five pound of Bread for 
each min 1: fr. But this contrivance anſwered not their Expectations ; for 
no! w.thit1nuing they burnt our Boat, and took our Sails, and other U- 
tenfil> from ns, I continued my reſolution, a1d choſe rather to truſt di- 
via: Provid:nc: oa that deſolate and nninnabitable IMland, tha! to par- 
take or b- any w1ys concerned wit't them in their Piracy, having confi- 
dence in my 1:If, that God who had ſo wonderfully azd miraculouſly 
preſerved us on the S241, and brought us to this Iſland, would in 1.ke 
manner deliver us hence, if we continued fa.thful to him. And in order 
ro our berter Accomadation and Preſervation on this liland, 1 gave the 
Privateers 30 picces of Eight for the 1141a» they took on the Main «( but 
was not ſo tru: tothcir Promiſe as to ſet him 2t liberty (which 1 expeQ- 
ed would be ſerviceable unto us incat hing Fiſh, Fe ) 

About the 25th of May, twenty iwwo of the Privarcers having firſt rai. 
ſed the ſides of ti:cir Pereagoes with boards (faſtened with the Na'ls they 
fared in the burning our Boat)and ficted them for the Sea,they C:r Gail,lea- 
ving four of their Company behind that refiſed to go with them, as alſo 
a Spaniſh Bot that was of no ſervice to them, neither could bz of any uſe 
to us, unleſs we had Sails to ſail her, and a Rudder to guide ker, both of 
which we wanted. 

Ia this condition they lefr —_——_— of all ways and means of get ing 
off until the ſeaſon aforeſaid, unleſs God by a perticular Provideace ſhovld. 
dire& ſome Veſſel or other to tauch here. 

But before * aa to giveaccount of our manner of Life in this place, 
I think it neceſſary to give a ſhort deſcription of the Iſhand ir ſelf, which 
is cituated in the Latitude of 11 Degrees, and 11 Minutes North Latitude, 
its extent is about twelve Miles in length, and two or three in breadth, 
and is about one hundred and twenty Leagues from Barbadoes,- called by 
the Spainerd- Tortuga,from the great plenty of Twrle that reſorts thither, 
but our E:gliſh gives it the Name of Salrirudos, becauſe there is ſach great 
quantity of Salt yearly brought-from thence; the Spaniard claitnithe Pro, 
priety of this Iſland, lying ſo near the Main where they ifthabit,” and 
therefore will ſometimes take our Engliſh Vellels as they are loading 6f 
Salt, 
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Salt, of which they took two the Seaſon before we came there, The 
Eaſt 'aad Weſt end of this Iiland is for the moſt part Sand, the middle 


conſiſts of hard and carggy Rocks,that are very porcous, reſembling honey 
Combs, and therefore we called them Honey-Comb Rocks ; There is plen- 
ty of ſmall Buſhes growing out of the Sand, and Shrubs from between 


the Rocks, but no Timber Trees on the whole Lfland. 


One theSoxth ſide near the Exft cad, is the Salenaes,or ſalt Ponds, from 
whence the Salt is brought ; which is chus made, the Sea or fal; Water 
penetrates through the beachy Banks of the Sza, and over-flows a large 


Plain of two or three Miles circumference, near a Foot deep, where by 
the ſcorching heat of the Sun the thin Aqueous part is : xhaled, and the 
Saline part is Coagulatcd into pare white Chriſtaline Salc; and becauſe 
there is a continual ſupply of Salt Water from the Sea, the S1n continues 
exhaling and coxgulating,until the whole Salenars is deeply covered over 
with Salt, ſ» that al) they have to do is only to rake it to2ether, an\ carry 
itaboard. There is great plenty of Birds and Fowl, as Pelicans Flanmang, 
Parakets, Mocking Birds, and a innumerable company of Srzu-Fowl, and 
_ Vegi: able ProduQtions, of which I ſhall have occalion to treat here- 
after. 

But to return from this Digreſſion, the Privateers had no ſooner left 
us, but we found our ſelves of neceſli y obliged to ſeck out for Proviſion, 
and being led by the Example of thoſe four Privarcers that ſaid behing, 
we walked along the Sca-ſhore to watch for Torreiſe or Twtle, whicl 
when they came up out of the Sea to lay their Ezes in th: Sand, wetura- 
ed them on their Backs, and they being uncapable of turning themſelves 
again, we let them remain ſtill the day fallowing, or until we had con- 
veniency of killing them ; for if they were ſufficiently defended from-the 
heat of the Sun by a ſhade, which we uſually builr over them,they woul1 live 
ſeveral days out of the Water: And thus we walked to and fro in the 


"Night time to turn Turtle, and in the Day time we were imployed in kil- 


ling them, whoſe Fleſh. was the chicfeſt of our Diet, being roaſted by 
the Fire on-wooden Spits ; and ſometimes when we deligned a Feaſtival 
we left ſome part of the Fleſh on the Calepatch and Calapee, that is, the 
Back and Breaſt Shells, which we roaſted,by ſetting them upright in cwo 


- forked Sticks thruſt into the Sand, before a large Fire : - what we did not 
eat, wo cull into long 


and leader. pieces, . an1 after. we hal ſalted it very 


'well, we dried it-carefully in the Sun on ranges of Sticks ſet up for that 
- Purpoſe; -for we-had-no'other way of preſcrving it, having notaing to 
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wet ſalt it in,but we found it ſo cies to divige their ſhes, that we broke 
our knives, and were forced to make new ones out of the ſwords my Conte 
penions bronght with th:m,which we dig after this manner; firſt, we broke 
them into ſuitable lengr'is, and ſoftned them in the Fire, and then rub» 
ed them on a Stoi'c toa fir ſhape and thinneſs, and after we had hardened 
them again, we fixt them in Hafts, and* made them more ſerviceable 
then ourformer. And here for the better Information of ſome Perſons 1 
think fig to deſcrive theſe Sea, Beaſts (if I may ſa call them) which are 
ſomewhat of an Oval form, ſtrongly defended on the Back and- Breaſt 
with a thick Shell, and have four Fins covered with thick Scales, that 
ſerve them inltcad of Legs w lien they come aſhore ; they feed on Woeſe. or 
Sca Graſs that grows Out of the Rocks, which [ judge is the true reaſon 
they do not cat Fiſhy ; they breathe, and therefore are obliged to come 
frequently up to the ſurface of the Water, on which they ſometime float 
ſo ſound a ſleep, that they give Sea-men opportunity with a Boat to take 
them up ; their Fleſh is very delightſome and pleaſant to the taſte, much 
reſembling Veal, but their Fat is more yellow ; the ſhe or Female Turtle 
comes up on the Shore to lay their Eggs in the Sand three times in the 
Year, in the Monet'is of 4pril, Afay and 7ime, where they are brought 
to Maturity by the ſweet Intiuence of the Sun ; and when the young ones 
are hatcht they muſters out of their Cells, and marches into the Sea, but 
not without danger of b:1ng devoured by the Sca-Fowl, that wait to de- 
ſtroy them z e ch of theſe Tor toiſes lay about 140 Eggs at one time in , 
about an hours ſpace, which are full as large as Hens Eggs, but with this 
difference that theſe arc round, and covered only with a thick ſtrong 
Membrane or Skin, nor will their whites harden by heat, as the whites 
of Hens Eggs; their Yolks we beit in Calabaſhes, with ſome Salt, and 
fryed them with the fart ot the Tortoiſe, like to Pancakes, in a piece of 
a earthen Jar found by the Sea-fide,which we did cat inſtead of Eread. 

I never ſaw any Creature ſo long a dying as theſe, for after we had cut 
their Throats, divided their Bodies, and cut their Fleſh into ſmall and 
minute parts,every part and portion would continue twitching and mo- 
ving it felf a long time : They have a three-fold Heart, faid to be the 
Heart of a Fowl, of a Beaft, and of a Fiſh, which will ſtir aad pant ſe- 
veral Hours after is it taken out of their Bodies. | 

Oar-centinual fecding on theſe Tartoiſes, brought us to 2 violent looſe- 
neſs, which I ſpeedily wr with an Opia'ick Twttare, which I provided 
on another occaſion; for before we cage from, Berbadogs, | thought of away 

to 
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t5 Acliver our ſelves out of our Enemies Hands, (in eaſe we ſhould'be 
tiken) without. ſhedding of Elood ; and it was thus, 1 diſſolved a ſuf- 
ficient quantity of Opium in a Bottle of rich Cordial Water, which we car- 
ried with us in the koat,intending to give it to thoſe Perſons that ſhould 
take us, which I ſuppoſed they would readily drink, and by that means 
would be overtaken with ſo profound a Sleep, that we ſhould have ops 
portnnity ſufficient to make our eſcape from ther. 

We wcre obliged to go many Miles from the Well of freſh Water, 
to turn Tirtle, and to fetch Salt from the Salnars, which neceſſitated us 
to carry our Water with us 'n a Cask over thoſe uneven Rocks, which 
ſoon wore out our Shoes, and compelled vs to make onr ſoft and tender 


Feet, unwillingly to ſalute thoſe hard and craggy Rocks, which'was very * 
irkſome to us at firſt, but time and neceity made it more familiar and. 


caſie, that at length the Bottoms of our Feet was hardened into ſuch a 
callous ſubſtance, that thers was ſcarce any Rocks ſo hard but we could 
boldly trample them'nnder our Feet. 

When the ſeaſon of the Torroiſes coming aſhore was expired, and 
we had gotten a conſiderable quantity of t «<ir Fleſh falced and drycd for 
our Winter ſtore, we \ t about building of Henies to defend us from the 
ſtormy Weather, which we were ſhortl 1o expect, which we did fo ar- 
tificially, and covered them ſo well with cout f- Graſs that grew by the 
Sea ſide, tar neither the viol-nce of Win4:, nor fierceneſs of Storms 
could eafily injure or off:n ns. Our houſh-1d Goot's conſilted chiefly in 
tw? or three earthen Jirrs left us by the Pr varcers, ſome few Calebaſhes 
and Shels of Fiſh that we f und by t < Sea fide: in our Houſes we form- 
ed little kind of Cabbins to repoſe our ſclves in,with as much caſe as poſ- 
ſibly we could. 

In tleſe littl: Huts or Houſes we ſpent moſt of. our tim*, ſome: imes 
Reading or W1iting,' and at other times | went abroad with my. ſndian a 
Fiſhing, at which he was fo dextrovus, tiiat with his Bow 'and Arrow . he 
would ſhoot a ſmall Fi\ at a great-viſtancez ſoractimes w+. caught ſome 
Craw-Fiſh -w:i1ih we broiled ove: the Coale*, an1 for change of Diet 
we ſometime cat a rt of Shell-Fiſh rhat lives on the Koces,” and are 
like Shgles, but much larger, called Wilks. 


And, gs there is no Mountain ſo barren, on ' which their may not be. 


fonnd Om: Medicinal'Phant, fo neither was this 1iland ſe b: fruitful, but 
it aforded us two Vegetable Produttions of great ſ-rvice unto us, the one 


we called Turks Heads, ing of an Oval form, beſct on every lide with , 
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[Harp Prickles like a Hedge-Hog, our of which there grew in the vpper 
rt a longiſh red and pleaſant Fruit, about the bigneſs of a ſmall Nut, 
in taſte reſembling a Strawberry ;, the other was much more ſerviceable to 
ys, called Curaree, of an oval Poly or [tump like the former, but ove of 
this grew long thick Leaves, whoſe edges were prickly ,and its juice ſo ex- 
ceeding ſharp and pungent, that it was not ealily ſuffered on rhe bare 
Skin, with which we waſhed our Linnen as with Soap, for it would 
ſcour excellent well ; through the Lexves is diſperſed long and thread y 
Fibres, with which when we had ſeparate and eryed it ta the Sun, we 
made very good Thread, and mended our Clothes therewith in Nee4les 
which we made of Bones; with the Leaves | made a moſt excellent Ral- 
ſom for Wonnds, by boyling tlicm in the Fat of the Torrojſes, which | 
brought to a fit conſiſtency by adding Bees Wax thereunto. Thus much 
of irs external uſe, its internal follows : After we had cut off the Leaves 
about three or four Inches diſtant from the Body, we digged a great Hole 
or Pit in the Sand, and heatcd it exceeding hot, and put the ſaid Body 
therein, covering it up in the hot Sand, where we permitted it to remaia 
fiveor ſix days, in which time the juice that was before ſo extraordiaary 
ſharp and corroſive, ' by this digeſtion became {© ſtrangely changed, that 
it was extreamly ſweet and pleaſant, like the Syrup of baked'Pears. 
And after we had preſſed it forth, and fermented it with a propor- 
tionable quantity of Water, it became a moſt plcaſunt and ſpirituous Li- 
vor to drink; the innermolt part of the Body or ſtump we cut into 
ices, and eat it like Bread. Art this Iſland there is an innumerable Com- 
pany of Sea-Fowl, that lay their Eggs in the Sand, over-ſpreading at 
ſome places near twenty Yards, as ncar together as the Birds can well 
fit to lay them, and when the young Ones are hatched, they run abour in 
great Companies like Chickens a conſiderable time before' they are able 
to fly, which often afforded us pleaſant diverſion to perfue / and take 


.them, which 'when we had $kined, ſalted and dryed in the Sun, we 


could preſerve a long time, but they did eat extream Filhy, much like 
Red-Herrings. | | 

. Weendeavoured to make a Pot to boil our T tle in, by tempering the 
fineſt, Sand with the Yolks of Tmrles Exgs and Goats Hair, for we could 


find nd Clay nor Earth ia the whole Iſland, | bat could 'not poſſibly make 


them indure drying, fo that we were forced to eat our Tartle/ roaſted by 
the Fire on wooten Spits. | M12 27

There is allo an latcct, ca!led a Soldier, having a- Shell like a Snail ; 
but ſome Ny this Shell.is nor proper to themſelves, for having weak and 
tenicr Lodics, they get polletlion of theſe Shells ro dCfend themſelves a- 
gaintt tie injury o1 the Air, and attempts of other Creatures; as they 
710w bigper they ſhit: their Shells, and get into larger, being common- 
ly thoſe of FeridF:nlles ; the, brve inſtcad of a Foot a inſtrument like a 
Crabs Claw, wherewith they cloſe the entrance of their Shells, and there- 
Þ; ſecures their whole Bodies ; when they are ſet near the Fire they. pre- 
fentl}; forſake their quarters, and if it be preſented to them again, they 
£0 buckwards; they commonly keep in great Companies about the 
Rocks near the Well of freſh Water, and when they intend to change 
their Lodpings, there ſom:tiimes happens a ſerious ingagement, mana- 
gel with that cla{ping Inflrumeat, till the ſtrongeſt by Conqueſt gers 
Polſ:iſion, waich he carrics avout with him on his Back during his 
Pleaſure. 

Another little Inſect is worthy to be mentioned; called Lizards, and 
were ſo familiar and friendly, thit they would come boldly among us, 
and do us no harm; they have four | ezs, their Bodies are adorned with 
divers delightfome Colours; they feed on Flies, and for that reaſon was 
ſerviceable unto us in killing them, which they performed with great 
nimbleneſs and cunning, for they lay down where they ſuppoſe the-Fly 
would come, putting their Heads into as many diftcrent poſtures as the 
Fly ſhifts places, and when they find their advantage they ſtarr ſo di- 
rectly on their Piey With open Mouth, that they ſeldom miſs it; they 
are ſo very tame that when, we were eating, they would come on our 
Meat and Hands to catch Flys. EET 

Aſter we had ſpent about three Moneths in 'this deſolate and diſcon 
ſolate Ifland, we ſaw a Ship attended with a ſinall Sloop, ſteering tc 
wards the Shore, at which we were at once poſſeſt with Hopes and Fear, 
with Hopes that. it was ſome Engliſh Vellel, in which we might probabl 
get a paſſage thence, and with fear lelt it ſhould be a - Spaniard, whe 
donbtieſs woutd make us Priſoners if they could take us, ſuppoſing that

"The four Privateers that. remained. with us all this time drew near the 
Sex ſide, where the Ship was at an Anchor ; and after they had'diſcove 
ed them to be [rivatcers, made figns to them to ſcad their Boat aſhor 
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which accordingly they did;and ther they had carried them en Board'the 
Captain of the Man of War fcat up the Sloop to that part of the Iſland + 
where [ and my Companions were, and when they c2me aſhore unto us, 
enquired which was t1e Do@or ; my Companions informed them it was | 
I, one of them,rheretore adlr-it himſdlf perticularly to me,Dejiring me in 
the Name , and on the btnalf of their Captain, 10 go with them 
ew Board the Map of War, where I ſhoxld be hinaly entertained, ard have h- 
berty to cone «ſhore when 1 jb, aſe. 1 readily imbraced his kind Invitition, 
but could not procure liberty for any of my Companions to go with me. 
When we came to the Min of War, | was very honourably banded vp 
the fide, the Trumpets in the mean time ſounding, and very kindly re- 
ceived and well-co n'd aboard by the Captain and Doctor, who invited me 
aft into the great Cabhin, where I] was not only fealted with Wine and 
choice Proviſion, but had given me by the Doctor a pair of Silk Stockings, 
a pair of Shoes, and a grcat deal of Linnen-Clth to make me Shirts, Cc, 
And after a long diſconrſe concerning the Affairs of Ezgland, more per- 
ticularly of the progreſs and defeat of the late Duke of Afonmonth, which 
they ſeemed todeplore ; I addreſfs*d my ſelf to the Captain in the behalf 
of my ſelf and Companiors, humbling intreating him to permit us to go 
with them ei:her to that Port to which they were bound, or otherwiſe to 
pur us on board ſomeEF-gliſh Ship that they fhould accidently meet withal : 
For | underſtood by their Diſcourſe that they had taken a rich Prize, and 
was bound dire&ly for a Port to ſpend their Money (as they uſually do) 
ſo that 1 apprehended ro danger in going with them. But the Captain 
not being able to take us aboard withouc the conſent of the Company, 
having but two Votes, and as many ſhares in the Shipand Cargo ; the 
Company were called together, and a'ter ſome Debates they voted that 
they would take me wit! them, bnt none of my Companions. How- 
ever, they were ſo kind that they ſent them a Cask of Wine, and ſome 
Bread and Cheeſe, a Gammon of Bacon, and ſome Linnen-Cloth, Thread 
and Needles to make them Shirts, &c. and the next day permitted then 
to come on board, and enrertaincd them very courtioully. 

In about two dayes time we ('t Sail, Icaving my Companions on the 
Illand, not a little grieved at my departer:, and Ito0.! away to the 
Nothward, with a defizn to go tolls Terra; from which at preſent 
I ſhall digreG to give an account what became of thoſe Privateers that 
lefr us, who were the occalion of my being delivered from this place. 
The next day afrer they went from us they arrive at the main Contincat, 
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w'' re they halled np their Periagoes, and Rayed there ahout a Fort. 
right, waiting to {iſe ſome Spariſh Veſſel that might come that way, 
w' ich they deiirncd if pollible ſpeedily to board before the Spaniards 
conld vert rem lres in a poſture cf de'cnce; bit not mccting here with 
any Prize, wert to Windward, where t: ey took a Cinow leaiien with 


P-Tt, and me:ting with ſome E (1h Veilel at one of the Windward . 


Ilanis, they par ted «4 ompanies, ſome went for { arolina, and the others: 
went 11 a {mall Sloop to Blamo, where they mct iwitha Man of War, 'a 
Fricatcer, that had taken a / orrwgees, a great Ship, called the G and Gu- 
ffapaw, loaden with Wineand Linnen-Cloth, &c. Wien they had ſhared 
her Cargo, they parted © ompanies, the French with their ſhates went for 
J erty Gu wers in the Grand C x aphus, and rhe. Engl.ſh being informed by 


thee other Frivatcers of onr being on Salatudos, came thither with their. 


Man of War, and took me off, as is before expreſt; 
In abont five or fix days after we left Salratudos, we made Porto Rico, 
and cur Veſſel being ſo cxn1cam leaky, ſome of the Company were for. 
putting into M-na, but the reſt not conſenting, we ſtcered betwixt 
Porto Rico and Hiſpamols, ani foto the Eaſtward of the Azroktaes or Han- 
&rehers, where there were divers Vellel> on the Wrack diving for Plate; 
but we ſtopt not here, hut continued our Courſe to the Non thward, un- 
til we came into the Latitnt-le of Ja Terra, and then ſtiered away 
Weſt tor the Iiland, and as we were running down we ſaw a Ketch, to 


which we gave Chaſe, and ina ſew Hours came up with h.r, who told. 
us, that they came from New-York, and was bound for Trovidence; as ſoon. 


as the Privareers underſtood that Providence was inhabitat. d again, they 
al:cred their Reſolutions, and deſigned to go with them to that place, 


und accprdingly kept them company ; the Night following we met with. 
had Weather, and w3s like to run aſhore on 1/a Terre, through the care-, 


Isſneſs of our Pilot, had not a Perſon from the Qnarter-Deck, that was 


more watchvl then the reſt, eſpied the Land juſt before us ; but this was: 


not all, for.after we had ticked about, and was lying by with the Heads 
of both Veſſels off aſhore, the men on board the Ke:ch were fo drunk 
with the Wine the Privateers had given them, that they ſuffered their 
Ketch to drive aboard us, and with the violence of the blow ſhe gave us 
broke down our Cat-hezd, and had we not by a perticular Providence 
got free from her, we had both unavoidably ſunk down in the Sea, for 
our Veſſel was ſo extreamly leaky before, that at, the ame time ſhe had 
three Foot of Water in her Hod; and our Pumps being both ow of 
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order, we were forced to convey it oud with Tyw*s. The next tay we 
ſt:ered into / rovidence, and came to Anchor under the command-of a 
ſmall Sroch«-/oc Fort, built by the new Inhahicaot;, who had not been here 
above 8 Monet-'s, | u; had fo we!l improved their tim», that they hat built 
a Town by the Sca de, and elefted a Governonr from amoag themſelves, 
who with the conleat of rwelve more of the chief men of the Kland mace, 
and enact:d divers Laws for the pood of their littie Common-wealthy 
being a> ye under. te protection of no Prince. | 

Tae Privatecrs fond h:re a kind Reception by the Inhavirants, and 
after they hal gotten tcir Goods aſhore, they ran their Ship a Ground, 
and burnt her, giving th ir Guns to the Inhabitaars to fortifie the Iſland, 
deſigning to divide themſelves into ſmall Members, and to go thence to 
ſome other place wire they might ſell their Goods, and betake th m- 
ſ.1ves to honelt cou ſc of Lite. The Governour of this Iſland was a very 
ſober man, an [natpendent, and vſna'ly preached to the Inhabitants every 
firſt day of the Weck, at which time he cauſed a Gun to be fired for a 
ſignal, ro give notice to the People when he was going to begin. Whilſt 
I remained here, the Privarcers had two falſe Alarms, ſuppoſing the 
nards were come azain to diſpoſſcſs them of the liland ; for this bein 
formerly a Harbour for Privercers, and a Neſt of Robers, the Spaniar 
on a time, when moſt of the men were on the old Wrack, pillaged and 
burnt their Towr, and ca ricd away, as it was reported, thirty thouſand 
Pound in Plate and Money, and took ſome of the Inhahitants Prifoncrs, 
tle others fled to [la Terra, where they remainel rill this HMard was re- 
ſerteld by thoſe ew Inhabitants that came from Jamaica, an1 other parts. 
The Ifland it ſeIf is very fruitful, and if the report of the Inhavitants be - 
tus, the quickeft in p1 oducti-'n of any I ever hoard or read of z there ts 
plenty of wil.: Hogs in the Woods, which the In'abit its often kill, and 
goo ftore of wila Grapes, with which they make good Wine, and divers

The Ketch with whom we came in company to this Ifland, fold part

ot clear. When we came on the Coaſt of Carolina, we m*t with blow- 
ing \Weatker, and by the miltake of our Captain fell in oo the Sowiward, 
where we came to an 2 nchor, but the Wind was ſo high, that in weigh- 
ing of him our Cable broke : The next day we came to an Anchor again 
juſt b fore the Bar of Carl »a, for our Captain was afiad to go in with 
his Veſſel, 'for fear they would ſciſe him, becauſe ke had been deal;ag 
with the Privatcers, and for that reaſon he only ſent in his Boat to get 
ſ-me freſh Proviſion, aud to put on Shore a Paſſenger that came with us; 
ar.d b:cauſe I fund no Veſſel here bound diretly for England, I reſolved 
to go with them for New-York ; And here alſo we had the Misfortuue to 
lIcſe our other Anchor, infomnch that when we came to Sandy- Hook, we 
were forced to ride onr Veſlcel by two of her Gnns, which we had ſlvng 
for that purpoſe, until our Ecat had got us a ſmall Agchor from on beard 
ſome other Vell.l. Tlenext day we went np to New-Tork, where, as [ 
was walking one Morning on the Bridge, 1 accidently met with a Perſon 
] knew, that came lately from Barbadoes ; at firſt I was {urprized, but 
having Confidence that he would not diſcover me, 1 went to him, and 
deſired his company to ſome Houſe, where we might privately diſcourſe 
together : He was glad to ſee me ({afe there, and accordingly to my de- 
fire he went with me to a Houſe hard by, where 1 gave him an account 
of my Adventures, and what had happened to me lince I left Barbedoes 
and he in requit -] gare me an Account of the different Reſentmears Pco- 
plehad of our departure, and how that after we were gone our Maſters 


Had hired a Sloop to ſend after us; but thinking it-in vain, they 


did nct perſue us; however, they ſent our Names, and the de- 
ſcription cf our Perſons to the leward Iſlands, that fo if any of us 
came thither, we might be taken Priſoners and ſent up again : At one 


"time it was 1eported, that we had gotten aboard a Dutch Veſlel, and was 


bound for Holland: at another time that we were taken Priſoners at 
St Chriftophers, and to be ſent back in Chains, which made our Maſters 
rejoyce, and inſultingly to boaſt of the ſevere Puniſhnents they would 
inflict npcn us; and was reſolved, as they ſzid, that I ſhould be hanged 
for an Example to others, becauſe | was the Chief contriver and manager 
of our eſcape : But theſc Hopes 3nd Inſultings cf theirs were ſoon over, 
for whe# at I-nzth they could hear nn true acconnt « f us, they concluded 
that periſhed in the Sea. | had n/ t ben I-ng at Ncum-Tork before I 
got paſſige in a Veſſel bound for Amferdam, and in order therevnto took 
out a Ticket from the Secratarics Office by another Name; and in avont

Dear Dottor, in anſwer to your Requeſt I have given you the fol-

Bout a Fortnight after you Jeft ns on Salterudor, two of our Com- 

| panions, Joby Nuthall and Thomas Waker having made - Sails of the 

Cloth the Privateers left us, and fitted the Spaviſh Boat for the Sea, went

.. the Sca, or was driven aſhore on the Main amongſt the cruel Spaniards ; 


for we never heard of them lince. 

The-next day after they departed from us, arrived here a ſmall Pri- 
we&eer Boat of about four Tuns, in which were cight E:-gli;h men and a 
Negro, that formerly belongel to the Ship in which you embarqued, but 
that they left her, and went afhore upon an Iſland, called Fernandes, 
which lies to the Southward upon the Coaſt of Brazil. Their reaſon for 


leaving, their Ship was this.; P—_ been out of Carolina about an.Year 


and Half, and had made nothing of-a -Voyage conſiderable, reſolved for 
the South 'Sexs, coming to the Streights of AMagdalecn, met with very 
bad Weather, which forced them t> put back again, and reſolved to 
turn Firates ; but theſe eight men being averſe to the reſt of their Com- 

nions deſign, went aſhore npon the Iſland aforeſaid, carrying with 
them what they had on hoard, intending to go from thence in a ſmall 
Boat, which was given them by the Ship's Crew, with ſome Rigging, 
and other neceſſaries, which they deſigning to build npon, and raiſe her

e was a bigger Ship,and had more men then the Privatcers ; having made 


her their prize, brought her away to the ſame Iſland, on which were | 


-their Companions, and turned the Priſoners aſhore among them, giving 


'them a Boat and Oars : But this caufed no ſmall trouble among the Eay- y 


liſh, who were then Inhabiters with them ; but being well armed,they kept 


them at a diſtance from their appartment all that day ; but the next ſ 


' Night the Spaniards ran away,carrying with them their own Boat,and the 


' Engliſh mens too; then were they in a bad condition, not'having a Ship y 
nor boat with which they could convey themſelves from that deſolate Hfland || 


then were they conſtrained to cut & fall a ſort of Frees,called Mangroves, 
and in the beſt manner they could, fawed but Boards, Planks, and other 
Timbers fit for their uſe, and began to build a new Boat from the Keel, 


'and in fix Weeks, or thereabours, finiſht hey, being in burthen as they 


judg*d four Tuns; no one being idle, bnt imploying themſelves, ſome 
about their new Veſſel, while others (by turn) travclled the Iflind 'to 
ſhoot Proviſion, which was a ſort of Birds, calPd Beobes, ſomething re- 
ſembling our Exghh Sea-Gulls, or Fye:, (but bigger.) This Iſland 
affords a fort of very large and pleaſant -Figgs, which they alſo fed on 
ſometimes.) There are a great many wild Dogs, very large and far, 
which eat very little or nothing but Figs. Likewiſe in the day time there 
comes aſhore Sea-Lyorns, which wel fir by the Water-fide, and make a 
hideous roaring ; they are hairy about their Head and Neck, much like 
our Land Lyons; their Paws very lage, with a Skin like the Foot of a 
Swan, which ferves them to ſwim withal ;, they are very fearful and ti- 
merous,not ſuffering a man to come nigh them, but preſently makes to the 
Sea; they live under Water as well as above. Having lancht and rig- 
ged their Boat, they put on board their Proviſion, which was only a' 
ſmall Cask of Peaſe that was given them by the Ship, which they kept by 
them for their Sea tore. Having Water and all things aboard, took 
their departure from Ferdinando, aforeſaid, committing themſcives to 
the protection of Almighty God, and the mercies of the Seas, direQting, 
their Courſe for Tabago: But milling it, the Pilot ordered to bear up the 
Helm forSaltar«dos,at which place they arriv*d,hut almoltfamiſi”d(for they 
had neitherPeaſe norWater for the ſpace of five or lix days before. Having 
lain ſome dayes at the Eft end of the Iiland unknown to us, and being 
in great waat of Proviſion, . refoved to travel the liland to ſee if they 
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if :eonld” find out'any Food, by chance they fonnd ſome (alt Turtle, which 


wwe had laid upon a Trex, and covercd it over with a Callapatch, to ſe- 


- -curs it from the Weather. 


Three of thele men being very ill principled and looſe kind of Fellows, 
-wailting, their opportunity wicn three of thcir Companions were 
broad, went aboard and f:tcht their Arms, tliza came aſhore to 


Breaſts, and ſwore if they wonld not carry every thing aboard they were 
dead men. The two men being, lurprized, and not able to make any 
refiſtance, the three kaving all the Arms in their Cuſtody, were f rced 
to comply, and carry all ayoard. Which done, they charzed rhicin that 
if they Ard not acquaint them W201 ti other CAIne lame they would m T7 them FE x- 
,«mples. They promiſed very fair,having done this, they. went aboard, wait- 
ing for their coming home. In the Evening the other three men came to 
\theirHot,not miltruſting what had happened, but finding, theHur rifled, and 
cevery thing gone, enquired th: meaniag 'of it, | which having ugder- 
ſtood, bethought what to.do to tarry they were afraid ; to go they.coull 
'not tell where; for they had travellcd all Day, and could not find adrop 
of freſh Water, neither was there any at the Hut, for the other had car- 
ried all aboard, being very faint one was reſulved to hail the Boat, and 
- beg 2 little z the other kept cloſe to hear how he would farc, who having 
i hailed them, they made anſwer he ſhould have ſpme : . $0 coming. aſhore 
-lai4 hold on him, and tyed his Hends behind him and left nm ia Cuſtody 
with one of them while they went to look for the reſt : The reaſan 
. why they endeavoured to rake them, was becauſe they had lid their Mo- 
-nies in the Sand, and did not keep it in their Cheſts; bnt in the mean 
- time while they were looking for the other, the Priſyncr by means of a 
Knife he had in his Pocket, cut looſe the Line with whi.h his Hands 
were tycd, and made his eſcape : Being thus exiled from his Companions 
berhouzht himſelf of ranging the Iiland to look for men ; for the 7urile 
which they found came afreſh into his Memory : all this time he had no 
Viftuals, nor « drop of Watter, ' but was conſt: aine! to d1ink his own, 
- being ſo excefſive bot, at lenyth having travelled about the NI;nd till 
almoſt ready vo faint, he came near our Huts, and ſeeing us dreting pf 
\ Turtle with nothing on, only a pair of Draw«ers, the man mace a ſtand, 
thinking we had been {-dians, for vie were tan'd with the Sun as yellow 
almsft as thems at lenzthad vance { enquired. if we, werg Engl 
mea; Wetold him we wer” 5, thelb BY © Ur little Water, which 
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we gave him,and ſome of ourTurrle. And after fome Gonference,he tole 
tis his condition, and delired us to help him to regain" what, was {0 ug 
geratcfully taken from him and his fellow-ſufterers,by their own Countryad 
men and Boats Crew, which weereadily agreed to; and when we hag 
fixt our Arms, we trav-lled all Nigkt till we came where the Boat layy] 
which was about ſix or ſeven Miles from that place. When we cam 
near the place, we hid our ſelves in the Buthes by the Sea ſidey; 
waiting their coming aſhore next Morning, which they nſually did as We 
were informed. Morning heing come, two of tliem came al[hore, aad the 
N.gro live bearing a Vellel to fetch Water, and they with their Armsg| 
leaving, one aboard with about twelve pieces by him ready loaden z when, 
they were come on ſhore, we appeared with our Arms ready cookt,; 
encloſed them, and took them Priſoners; then we brought them to the+ 
Water-lide, and ſhewed the other aboard what we had done, commands; 
ed him norto Fire, but to jump over board, and ſwim aſhore to us, which, 
he immcediatcly did: So taking them all Priſoners, we put them aſhoreg, 
leaving, them ſome of onr Proviſion ; the reſt we put aboard in order ta/ 
proſecute our Voyage for New-England. So vittualling and watering our 
ſmall F1ipot in the beſt manner we could we left them upon the jland,and, 
the 24th of Avg,ſt took our Departure from Saltarudos, and in about lix; 
dayes time made the lfland of Porto Rics, but our Pilot not being ver 
well acquainted with that Country,ſuppoſed it to be the high Land of Sty 
Domingo upon Hiſpamiola, & therefore ordered to bear up the Helm,& ſRanghy 
away 10 the Weſtward betore the Wind : the next day we could fee i® 
Land; which cauſed no ſmall trouble amonglt us, being dubious where} 
we were. Towards the Evening we made the Eaft end of :Hiſparigla yy; 
then our Pilot ſaw his error, that we had loſt our pallage between the 
two lilinds, Hi/paricla and Ps tarico, before-mentioned; ye were ſailing}, 
down the Soxth fide of Hi/paniols alznt nine dayes ; having ſometimes; 
very little Wind, at other umes. Turnadoes, that we could not carry Sail. 
Onur Water bein” all ſpent, we were forced ſome t» drink ther own:

the Weff end of the Lie of Aſh, before-mentioned,; we bore up our Helm,, 
4 und ftobd away-for her; In a ſhort time we ſaw her come ta, au Anchor : |

out : We failed thein, whoſe anſwer was, ( from Jamaica) ſo coming

We then proceeded in our Voyage 
for Hiſpaniola, and fell in witha place, called: the Afould, off which 
place we ſaw two Sail, an Fngliſ} Veſſel that came from Jamaica, 
bound for New-Tork, and a French Sloop bound for Pertyzwavers,a French 
Town to leward on the North lide of the ſaid Hiſpaniela ; having a freſh 
Gale we came up with the Engliſh man, brought him by the Lee, com- 
minded the Captain aboard, with four of his men, an4 put twelve 
Spaniards aboard bis Ship. Then chaling the French-man, came up with 
him about an hour after Night: the French-man ſtood it out and fou»ht 
us, making a ſtout Reſiſtance, although they had not above ſeven or 
eight mcn, and in the Spaniards were thirty five Men, eight Guns, lix 
Patterreroes, and every man his ſmall Arms: The French making ſuch 
a bold Reſiſtance kept them off, till ſuch timeas they had an opportunity, 
torun their Sloop a Ground in the Mornld, in the dark, by which mean 
they ſaved their l;ves,otherwiſe they had been all dead men,as theSpaniard; 
ſwore if they took them: In the next Morning we run into the Mould, 
and brought out their Sloop,and put about ten Men aboard, bringing both 
Prizcs away for St. Jago. From the Engliſh Captain they took goul. in 
Money, and plundred him of all he had, fave the ſuite of Clothes that he 


* wore, and waited the Governours motion to make a Prize of the Ship, 


which would have been done, had not the Spariſh Governour received 
advice of the Duke of Alberma'es arrival at Jamaica, upon which new 
the Governour paid the Ergliſh Captain 600 1. of his Money back again 
and ſ:nt him-away ro Jamarca, and all the Engliſh Priſonery, that would 
go with him were free by his conſent. - By this time arrived the 
Earque, in which was the other three of our Companions, who were
